Chani Gamassy and may meet with 
President .Anwar t>adai. 

Announcement of Weizman’s trip by 
Israeli Hadio came shortly after the

While Carter outlined several steps the Vnited .‘-itate- 
h.is taken to aid Third World nation.s, he announced im 
major new programs or policy shifts. An adminj.straii*'n 
official later conceded there was little new in tiie 
speech, which he described as *’a packaiiin::'’ of “iKdit- 
ically feasible" steps to spur Third World economic 
development. 

.As such. Carter's words may have disappoint'^d Iti-’ 
audience, for they fell far short of the aspirations voiced 
by Venezuelan President Carlos Andres I’ere;'.
